2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the Invention was made. 

3. Claims 16 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Furukawa. 

Furukawa discloses a baking composition for coating substrates comprising 
polyisocyanates, polyisocyanate reactive compounds and vanadium anhydride or 
lithium salts of vanadic acid. The example of the abstract shows the same ranges of 
the components as claim 5 of the application. After coating a substrate and driving off 
the blocking agent, water and solvent, the coated substrate of Furukawa would be the 
same as that of the invention. When a reference teaches a product that appears to be 
the same as a product set forth in a product-by-process claim although made by a 
different process, the burden of showing a difference is shifted to the applicant (See In 
re Marosi, 218 USPQ 289 and MPEP 21 13). 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 8-1-05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicants argue that the presence of water in the composition 
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distinguishes the claims over Furul^awa. The above rejection shows this not to be the 
case for the coated substrates of claims 1 6 and 20.
